Consistency does not seem 
to be a jewel with the grand docks 
of labor. I-abor simply makes it¬ 
self ridiculous by urging such non¬ 
sensical reasons against progress. 
The telegraphers are suffering just 
because' the telegraph is privately 
owned, that is, owned for the sake 
of squeezing out private profit at 
whatever cost. They get miserable 
wages for the most skilled service. 
The government owns the postal 
service, yet the letter carriers luve 
an eight-hour day. The same sort 
of humanity would exist for laboi 
if the government owned the rail¬ 
ways, for in that case there woufd 
not be profit-ravenous owners bent 
on squeezing the 'very last penny- 
out of the workers. & such argu¬ 
ments fall of their own foolishness. 
Go to. go to!

JESUS LED REVOLUTION. 

.A remarkabir sermon was 
preached yeSlerdai, says file Lon¬ 
don Chronicle, the city temple 
by the' Rev. R. J ('ampbell, to ani 
unusuallv large. \i .-ek-day ccingre-i 
gallon, from the text; ’’.Now after I 
tlut John was wn in prison, Jesus j 
came Into GmI" preaching the 
gospel of theTlin;;'l(>iii of God." 

The keynote Of bis discourse was 
tliat John the Baptist was the forc- 
nntner of Jesus, not in the ordin¬ 
arily accepted jkii-e, but as 'the 
preacher of a aocia! revolution. 

Jesus, declared the preacher, did 
not invent the name offhristianity, 
and neither be nor his followers 
knew that they were promulgating 
a new religion, wlncli wonid last 
for many centuries and would in¬ 
troduce a new dlliliratioii. All that 
Jesus did was to begin preaching to 
the Israelitisk care what he called 
the "jplad lidinga of the kingdom of 
God.’ For the m"'! jiart and never 
more so than in the time of Jesus, 
the Jewish people, or the ordinary 
run of them, had cvmic to think that 
the Jews were Ui< only iieople who 
mattered much to God. 

•As to John the Baptist, he was 
exactly the kind of man wlio would 
have led an attack on the’Baslile in 
the eighteenth eemiiry; or. perhaps, 
he might have hem found aildress- 
ing a dcmonstraiion of the unem- 
ploycrl in Hyde-q'ark. Christianity 
was the outcome- of the revival 
which had been created by the 
preaching of the Bapti.sl. 

It was no- use continued Mr. 
Campbell, saying that Jesus was not 
alive to the social wrong of his age. 
Iiecause he was, and it was this and 
the things he'Wlid and did which 
brought hint to-his death and ac¬ 
counted for tlwsfear and hatred in 
which he was Meld by the respect¬ 
able classes of his time.

• The reinms are now in from the 
recent municipal elections in Eng¬ 
land. The first cable dispatches 
told the people of this country tlut 
the Tory fight on Socialism had 
been successful and that the So¬ 
cialists had been routed. And the 
Hrst dispatches were the only ones 
sent, there were no others, lit 
fact the capitalist auspices under 
which news is cabled across the 
ocean played a low trick pn Ameri¬ 
can newspa^ier readers and gave 
them false Meter by witliliolding the 
full returns, returns which showcei.

The bullet did 
not fit, and to the man was at once 
released. Just that little chance 
saved him from death and the state 
from the stain of wholly unjustifia¬ 
ble murder. Robespierre, opposing 
the death penalty, once said: 
“Since courts are not infallible they 
have no rii^t to pronounce irre¬ 
parable sentences.” Like many an¬ 
other remnant of the more savage 
days nf the race, the death penalty 
will disappear before tbe advance- 
mtair of p t n g itsa and enlighten 
ment and drpxicracy.

That Civic Federation Influence! 


A writer in the New York 
If’orker gives a description of. the 
conditions among the steerage pas¬ 
sengers and the cheaper workers 
on one of the “floating palaces” 
that ply between Euro|}e and 
America, the Teutonic. Tlte steer¬ 
age (lasscngers cat and slec]i in the 
same quarters with 110 ventilation 
to sjieajc of and practically no pro¬ 
visions for pe ,ona1 cleanliless. 
Tivo wash basins and three lava¬ 
tories were available for about two 
hundred women and children and 
there were two towels a day I 
Water was available twice daily, 
for two hours each time. The 
kitchen, where the steerage food 
and that for the crew was prepared 
was located between the liospital, 
the disiiensary, the ship's morgue, 
and three set* of water closets and 
lavatories. Tlie atuxisphere .was 
reeking and filth everywhere. Tlie 
condiibnt in the coal and engine 
rooms are described as criminally 
inhuman. A few days after de¬ 
parture a coal passer was brou^t 
on deck raving with heat stTMce- 
But as a union jack was wrapped 
reomt him when he was bttrm in 
the see the ship maiuigenient pro^ 
ably fell they had treaied him very 
■finely. But the writer teamed that 
the poorwretch had been kicked and 
cuffed about to keep him going be¬ 
fore he drof^d in hi* tracks and 
tliat lie '.'’M in that couditiun three 
hours be ore being brought on 
deck. Another man also duS in the 
hold, and before the trip was over 
the hospital was crowded with 
“hands,” •nme of whom were in a 
dying condition. Some of tlie sail¬ 
ors had to be forced to go into the 
stokehold to keep up the quota of 
men and the reputatior of the ship 
for fast time, ^ne mutinied, and 
at one time there were eight men 
in irons because of refusal to per¬ 
form extra sliifts, and several 
other* liad hidden to work 

that almost '.ueant death. 'The tem¬ 
perature in the stokehold varietl 
from lao to 140 degrees, the only 
means of ventilation being a down¬ 
draft. Proper vcntihtlnrs would 
have cost money, and liuinan life 
is chea(ier. And this is a ctvilizeil 
age. Now that Socialists are mak¬ 
ing their way into European Par¬ 
liaments there is a chance that some 
change will be forced upon the 
steamship companies. The Teu¬ 
tonic sails under the British flag, 
and 5 >ncialism lias now a voice in 
the British parliament, and possibly 
the cliancc of forcing an official in¬ 
quiry.

“On last Easter Sunday I round¬ 
ed out fifteen years of continuous 
service in the ministry of Ba|iti*t 
churches. For nearly ten years of 
this time I served a single church 
in much sf iritual joy and with a 
deepening consciousoess of har¬ 
mony with God. Those passing 
years, as I look baric upon them, 
were marked by an almost constant 
comecratioo to Christ and a grow¬ 
ing moral hunger and tense of re¬ 
sponsibility for hit kind of righte- 
outnesi in the wqrld. 

“1 have had great joy tn 
pteaching, and but for one thing. 
|iRi^ have gone on until the end in 
tU* work, for thougfa doctrines 
ircre to teootidary andoplionaLdiei 
etmerienee of moral ao anata llil tata- 


ness with God, of los'e for the soul 
of Jesus and hunger for Hi* spirit 
and tbe desire to worthily and fully 
serve the coming Kingdom of 
righteousness on earth have licen 
vr-y real and have had compelling 
authority over my life. It is in 
further obedience to these realities 
that I am keeping the inte(frity of 
my soul by laying down this work. 

''The: one thing which makes it 
impossible for me to go on con¬ 
tentedly in this way is a conviction 
concerning our common life 
which has steadily deepen^ 
for many years and wIiicK 
makes all work and thinking whiclt 
are out of harmony with itself irk¬ 
some and foolish for me. 1 

“■This conviction is that the eco¬ 
nomic motive and relations in lifa 
liave become the niliug forces ol 
our century throughout the cartK 
and that this world of economic re^ 
latlonship must be the sphere of a 
new inti^tion of Christian tr^ 
and spirit. I Ixlieve that there IS 
coming a working-class experience 
and luiderstandhig of the life and 
teaching* of Jesus, and tlut Iris 
spiritual movement will be so much 
inore powerful and morally author¬ 
itative than the conventional relig¬ 
ious life of today as to anxiunt al¬ 
most to a new religion. It wiU 
really be an economic and sociiu 
embodyment of the things which 
were most real in tlte life of Jesus. 

"The deepest reason why the 
church has lent power to help and 
inspire the masses of the people il 
that it has never mastered the prin¬ 
ciples of economic justice and un¬ 
dertaken the establishment of'that 
justice in life.

Our Americaa iestitntions came into 
the woHd in the name of freedom. 
Th^ have been seized upon by the 
capitalist class as the means ui root¬ 
ing ont the idea of freedom from 
imong the peop'-. Our eute end na¬ 
tional legislatures have become the 
mere agents of great propertied in¬ 
terests These interests control the 
appointments and decisions of the 
jndges and our courts. They have 
come into what is practically a private 
owncrahm of all the functioiu and 
forces of government. They are ae- 
i^ these to betray and conqaer for¬ 
eign and weaker people, in order to 
establish new markets for tbe snr- 
plus goods which tbe people make, but 
are too poor to buy. They are gradu¬ 
ally ao invading and restricting' the 
right of suffrage at to take unawares 
the ri^t of the worker to a vote or 
voice m public affairs. By enacthig 
new and misinterpreting old laws, 
t'icy are preparing to attack the 
liberty of the indivioaal even to speak 
or think for himself or for tbe com¬ 
mon good 

_ By comrolling all tbe eonreet'of so¬ 
cial revenue, the possessing class ill 
able to silence whet might be the voice 
of protest against the pasting of lib¬ 
erty and the coming of tyranny. It 
completely controls the university, tha 
paMic school, the pulpit ana tha 
press, the arts, and literatures. By 
making these ee'onoraieally dependent 
upon Itself, it has brought sU the 
forms of public teaching into servile 
submission to its own interests. 

Our politiral hutitudoiis are also 
being used as Ihe destroyers of that 
individual property upon which all 
liberty and opportuni^ depend. Tbe 
promise of economic independence to 
each man was one ol the faiths in 
which out institutions were (oondad 
But under the guise of defending 
private property, capitalism is usiag 
oar pr^tical institationa to make it 
impossible for the vast majority of 
human beings to ever become postee- 
sors of private property in the mrans 
of life. 

Capitalism Is the enemy and de¬ 
stroyer of essential private property. 
Its development is through the legal¬ 
ised confiscation of all that the later 
of the working class prodnccs above 
snbsistence wage. The privsle own¬ 
ership of the means of employment 
grounds society in an economic ilav- 
ery which renders intellectual and po¬ 
litical tyranny inevitable. 

fiociaf-Democracy comet to so or¬ 
ganize industry sno society that every 
indiridua! shall be secure In that 
privs-.e property in Ihe nieani of life 
upon which hisfibertyofbring,thought 
and action depend. It comes to rescue 
the people from Uie vast incrcssing 
and successful assault of capitalism 
upon the liberty of tbe indiridnal.

About a year ago be 
locked out the metal polishen be¬ 
cause they refused to go back to a 
ten-hour system from the nme-hour 
day. The conc-m was placed on 
the "We Dont Patronize" list, and 
Van Cleave says he was injured by 
the boycott lite action is regarded 
as a test case, and no matter which 
side wins in the lower courts it is 
practically certain that the Ignited
